As there is much competitioii and no fixed standard 
of FriceB for Fristing it would be very ahsurd even 
to attempt' to publiBh an accnrate ready-reckoned 
estimate for every Printer in the kingdom, but the 
following LiBtfl will give a Bcale of charges which 
may be relied upon as of general use, and adopted 
in most provincial towns. Compositors' wages, 
wholesale prices of jwper and inks, and the gener j 
working operations of both la^e and small establish- 
ments so widely differ, that only an average 
calculation, VKmug &om 10 to 20 per cent., can 
possibly be made. 

The prices by which the estimates in this wort 
are made are as follows :— Cards (per 100), double 
large, 1«. ; large, 1d.\ small, 4i. ; third-large, Zd. 
Paper — for pam[^ete and bills, 1 3«. per ream ; for 
droulaxs, St. post 8vo, 5«. post 4to, per ream ; for 
bill-heads, particulare, BJid cheque-boobs, M. per 
quire. Less prices to be deducted in proportion.

HOW TO MAKE AN ESTIMATE. 

To "oaBl-off" copy and give an accurate eetiniate 
requires an amoimt of practical expeiience; and to 
those wlio would do this rather than be ^ded b; 
a ready-reckoned Price List, the following remarks 
are offered. An author on presenting to IJee Printer 
his manuscript copy of a, pamphlet, or such tike work, 
invariably asks the questions, ' ' WTiat size can I have 
thia?" and " What ia the lowest price ?" A Printer 
who prefers to "caet" it would desire to retain the 
oopy for a short time. We will suppose the M8 to 
be 30 folios, each containing 20 lines written on one 
side of the paper. In Small Pica or Long Primer 
he '* seta up " two or three lines to an ISem Pica 
meaaore. If a folio makes a "stick," 30 folios 30 
sticks, and three sticks to a page, the manuscript 
copy wonld make ten pages of type, and title and 
bliuik, twelve, — half-sheet of Demy 12mo. (or Pot 
orFoolBcap 8vo). Now, if a compositor sets two 
sticks per hour throughout a day of ten hours — 
wages St. per day — the composition of a page would 
cost 9d., or twelve pages 9t. The lowest estimate for 
lOOcopiesof Demy (paper 13». a ream) would be: —

To which sum must be added a price for the time 
spent in imposing, correcting, and for the wear and 
t«ar of material, &c., and adding a remunerative 
profit of, say 25 per cent, at least, will swell the 
amount a few shillings more. 



SCHEMES OP IMPOSITION. 

A f«w Bimple Schemes of Impositioa are only 
given as the more difficult ooea are not now 
generally referred to by impoBera, for it tias be- 
come customary with many of them if they want 
a particular eize, or a title-page of any sheet or half- 
sheet to &11 inside next the long-bar, to fold a sheet 
of paper the size and form required, mark the folios 
in pencil, and lay down the pages according to the 
marks— a plan which will orercome all difficultiee in 
laying down pages, and give any " new scheme " 
required. 

bi the alphabet of signatures at the bottom of first, 
third, and sometimes fifth pa^es the A., i., v., and 
w. are omitted. 

A. sheet of 18mo is three half-sheets of I2mo; a 
half-sheet of 12mo is half a sheet of 8to with 4 pages 
inset ; a sheet of 12mo is a. sheet of 8tx) with 8 pages 
inaet. To impose a tkeet and half-sheet of twelve* ttt 
fold up without cutting, turn the pag»» of the " eff-eutt " 
quite round as one loUd plats, so that the heads lay the 
reverie way — outside.

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PUNCTUATION. 

For the better nnderBtanding of vbat ie written 
and printfld Punctnation U of absolute neceesity, for 
it teaches as to observe proper pausiiiK distances of 
time, with the necessary raislog and foiling of the 
voice, so as to avoid coiifnsioa and misconstruction 
of sense and the true meaning. Ooneidered na 
int«rvnlB in reading there ore no more than four 
stops, —viz. : the Comma, Semicolon, Colon, and the 
Period. They bear to one another a progressional 
proportion of time— *.«., the first signifying a pause 
of leisurely counting one; the second, (mw ; the third, 
three ; and the fourth, or full point, four.

The Comma— " Money, as Horace said of old, will 
lull the vigilance of sentinels, and force its way 
through barriers of stone." They should be so used 
ad to read smoothly and convey the right meaning, 
in the regulation of which good sense and attentive 
observation are far better than any mechanical

The Semicolon — "Would you be rich, be indua- 
trioos; if wise, be studious," They are used to 
separate two members of a sentence less dependent 
on each other than those separated by the Comma. 
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The Colon—" A sound mind is not to be shaken 
by popular, implause : but anger is startled at eyery 
accident." Tbey are used when the preceding part 
of a sentence is complete in sense and construction. 

The Full Stop — "A prudent man values content 
more than riches. Godliness with content is great 
gain." They are used frhen a sentence is finished, 
and after all abbreviated words. 

The Aposthophe — "Quench passion's heat, don't 
suffer it to reign." They are put in the place of an 
omission of a letter, for quicker pronunciation ; or 
to denote a genitive case, as " My Father's Horse," 

The Metal ItuLE — As a mark of punctuation this 
answers admirably, when neither Colon or Semicolon 
would. They are especially used after deep and 
affecting words and whispering sentences; are also 
substituted for the i.e., e.g., vi%., and are now 
iVeque&tly used instead of Parentheses. 

Invektbd Commas— Show a quotation from some 
other author. Slang, and words of ironical meaning 
are mostly quoted. 

Hyphen — A mark of connection which is used to 
divide the syllables of words when they are turned 
over into the following line. They are also used 
in compound words such as heart-breaking, book- 
keeping, &c. All words should bo divided at their 
proper syllables, avoiding the turn over of a vowel, 
except those ending in ing, able, and such like. It is 
well to avoid turning over the prefixes ed, ty, ly, en, 
ish, ous, ary, in fact any with only two and even three 
letters if they can be avoided. 

iKTERaooATioN — Is used when a question is asked, 
as "Who goes thereP" "What is your business?" 
When put in this fonn (?) it signifies a query or 
doubt. 

ADMnuLTioH — This note shows a snrprise or 
sudden emotion at something astonishing i viz. i "Oh! 
Nature 1 Nature! how reeisUesa is thy eloquence !" 
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Parenthesis — When one sentence is placed within 
another, which ia explanatory, but would read if 
omitted. Example : " Of authors (as I before said) 
be sure to make choice of the best." Farentheaes 
are not so much used now, Conuuas or Metal Bules 
having formed a substitute. 

Brackets— Enclose a word or sentence explanatory 
of Bomething preceding, or words of the same sense 
which might be used instead of the preceding. 

Asterisk— They direct to some reference note or 
remark at the bottom of a page. When used in this 
form *if* OB a nota hene ; when several in a line 
follow one another they show an omission of some- 
thing immodest or unimportant. Full Points with 
en quads between each are often substituted. 

Oabet — Signifies the place where eomething is 
inadvertently omitted which is written above. 

Paraoraph — Denotes a division comprehending 
general sentences and paragraphs under one head. 
They are quite out of date. 

Section — Signifies the beginning of anew head ot 
discourse ; and were once >ised in eub-dividing a 
chapter into leaser parts or portions, but are only 
now put as marks of reference. 

Dagoeb and Dottbi^ Daogeb, and Parallel — 
Direct to some reference notes. When four notes 
are at the bottom of a page, the Asterisk is put fir»t ; 
Dagger, teeond; Double Dagger, third; Bection, 
fourth ; and Parallel, fifth. 

Index — Points to eomething very remaikable, or 
to be specially observed. 

Leadebs — Are used to giuide the eye to some 
par ticular object. Are often substituted for Asterisks. 
When Dots or Leaders ate made underneath any 
manuscript crossed out, theyaigniiy tUt, or the words 
80 aodetuned to be lead or printed.

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MISCELLANEOUS EECEIPIS. 

CoHPosiTioiT Rollers. — To 4 lbs. of gtne add 
6 lbs. of treacle and about half a pound of Paiia white, 
whicli will make the compontion of a superior quality to 
say other propoition. This is sufficient for two demy 
rollers. Some msken use only glue and tieacle, while 
others add a small quantity of isinglass or a few drops of 
sweet oil. In the winter time I lb., more of treacle may 
be added to the above. 12 lbs. of treacle to 6 lbs. of 
the best glue is sufficient to make two machine rollers. 
DirBctiota for tue. — Break the glue into small pieces and 
lay it soaking in cold water for seven or eight hours, 
than put it into a vessel resembling a carpenter's glue- 
pot, with water in the inner receptacle, and after it has 
gradually, dissolved over the fire add the treacle, and oihei 
ingredients if required. When it has been over the fire 
a sufficient time (two hours after boiling bubbles are 
seen on the top) take the scum off, and pour the 
remainder into the mould, which should previously be 
well greased to prevent the composition adhering to the 
udes. About four or five hours after, when the compo- 
sition is cold and set, draw or take out your rollers, and 
cut the ends off with a piece of twine wound tightly 
rouud. They should then be hung up in a dry place 
where there is a good draught. If common ink can be 
worked upon them for a time it is preferable; 

Re-ubltino Old Rolibks, — Old composition may 
be re-melted if a little treacle is added; in this case the 
composition must be washed very clean, and then cut up 
into small pieces and laid soaking in cold water about, 
two hours. Directions as above. 
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To Nbv Facb an OiD Roller. — The roller must be 
well washed with turpentine, and before a fierce fire, held 
at a distance, keep the roller continually revolving till 
the foce is all evenly melted. The roller must then bo 
taken from the fire and kept revolving till the Tace of it 
becomes set, if not it will run itself veiy uneven and 
consequently useless. 

To Rbmotb Dbt Ins fbou the Facb of a 
RoLLBiu — Slightly warm the face hefore the fire, and 
put a little oil upon it while warming ; wipe it off 
again, and wash the face well with turpentine. 

Gbbxan Fkbsxrtativb for Rollbbs.— Corro- 
nve sublimate, 1 drachm ; fine table salt, 2 ozs. ; put 
together in half a gallon of soft water— let stand twenQr- 
four hours. After being shaken is ready for use. When 
rollers ore clean washed with lye, sponge them with the 
above twice a week. 

CLBAtriNO Wood Blocks. — The cleaning of metal 
types and wood blocks is a matter of great importance, 
not only as regards good printing, hut especially as 
respects the preservation of the blocks, M. Leblanc 
Hardel, a printer of Caen, complained to a chemist of the 
" ill effects ofturpentine, and that gentleman recommended 
the use of an essence of petroleum. The advice waa 
followed, and after eighteen months' esperience, the 
report is, that the petroleum, volatili^ng rapidly, does 
not gum up the type, that it does not injure blocks, 
renders the face of the wood smooth, and coDsequently 
increases the fineness of the work produced. The cost 
of the petroleum is less than half that of turpentine, and 
the rapidity with which it dries allows the fonnes to be 
washed without removing them from the pressor machine. 

PHiNTtNO Ink Varnish. — This is made by adding 
4 ozs. of boiled linseed or neat's foot oil to 6 ozs. of 
yellow resin. 



Printino Iuks,— 5?aci— 9 ozs. of balsam capiri, 
3 ozs. of lamp-black, I oz. of PnissiaD blue, 3 ozs. of 
Indian red, and 3 oz^. of dried turpentine soap. This 
will mnkB rather over I lb. of ink. £Im Ink— 2 ozs. of 
Antwerp blue, ^ oz. of Prussian blue, and 3 ozs. of white 
lead. S,ed Ihe — 2 ozs. of the best mineral and 
I drachm of vermilion, nix ifaem well together with 
carriage varnish. Green Ink — 2 ozs. of chrome green, 
and 1 oz. of Antwerp mineral. BroKn Ink — 2 ozs. of 
burnt umber, \ oz. of rose-pink, and t drachm of Ter- 
mUion. The above ingredients should be well mixed 
and ground on a slab to an inpalpable firmness. 

Compound Ink Colodrs. — Blue and yetlow print- 
ing ink, well ground together, and a little flake white 
added, will make a green ; blue and red, a violet, purple, 
and Ulae; yellow and red, orange; yellow, red, and 
blue, o2»r«; black and red, h-cwn; yellow with a little 
black, a Ught green. These must be well ground up 
with a muller. 

Lithographic Ink. — Dried soap, loz. ; melt, and 
add shellac, 5 ozs. ; then common soda, 1 oz. ; mnslJc, 
I oz. ; and lastly, lamp-black, 3 ozs. Pour into moulds 
when completely melted and stir well together. 

Cheap Sobstitutes por Printer's Lte.— Strong 
- powdered ammonia, 1 oz. ; and Scotch washing soda 
bruised, 1 lb. ; put together in 1 gallon of rain water, end 
when stirred well together is ready for use. Ano^&r— 
Boil 3 gallons of water in a copper, throw in while boil- 
ing half a pound of unslacked lime and 3 lbs. of common 
soda, stir well for fifteen minutes. Let it settle till cold, 
when it must be taken out without diaturbing the settle- 
nent, which is then fit for use. It should alway be kept 
covered. Af^er using these form -washes, the type 
requires a thorough good rinsing with water to prevent 
. it from corroding. 
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CopTiNo Inks. — White honey, purified, ihree parts ; 
white glycerine, ihree parts ; and eleven pans of black 
or coloured ink. This should be well mixed and left to 
settle for a week. The proportions of glycerine and 
honey may be reduced to two parts each if very fine 
characters are required. Anothm — Sugar added to 
common writing ink will make a copying ink. 

pREPARiNo Blde-Black Writing Ink, which 
ALSO SERVES WKLt. FOR. CoPTiNQ Ink. — Take of 
blue Aleppo galls, 5 ozs. and a. half; powdered cloves, 
quarter of an oz. ; purified sulphate of iron, I oz. and a 
half; sulphate of indigo (in the form ofa thin paste), 
1 oz. and a half; pure sulphuric acid, 3S minims; cold 
rain water, 40 ozs. Digest the galls, when bruised with 
-the cloves, in 20 ozs. of the water for one week, then pour 
off the liquor into another bottle and cork it. Then pour 
10 ozs, more of the water on the galls and digest four 
days. Then pour liquor as before into bottle. Pour 
then the remaining 1 ezs. of the water on the galls, and 
digest four days. Then pour off liquor inio bottle, and 
filter through French filtering paper, wringing out hard 
the refuse of the galls in a strong clean linen or cloth 
into the filter, so that nothing be lost. Add now the 
iron, and dissolve and filter through paper; then the 
acid, and shake ; then the indigo, and thoroughly mix ' 
it, and pass the whola through filtering paper. Care 
must be taken that the indigo be mild, and that it does 
not contain too much free acid.— J. H., Family Herald. 

Good Writing Inks. — ff^i— Aleppo galls, in 
course powder, 3 ozs. ; logwood, in thin chips, 
4 ozs.; sulphate of iron (green copperas), 4 ozs.; 
green arable, finely powdered, 3 ozs,; sulphate of 
copper (blue vitrol), I oz. ; and sugar-candy, 1 oz. 
Directiont — Boil the galls and logwood together in 
twelve pints of rain water for an hour; strain the 
decoction, and then add the olbsr ingredients ; stir the 
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mixture till the mhole is dissolved, the gum eapedally, 
and then let it subside for twenty-four hours ; lastly, 
decant the ink very steadily and cork it off in stone 
bottles for about a month. Peelings of green walnuts 
and oak sawdust soaked in rain water and stirred often 
for a fortnight, then strained, and the water added to the 
above will render it still stronger and better. Another 
— Indian ink pulverised and mixed up well with 
water makes a first-class ink, having a heautirnl deep 
glossy appearance. Sed Ink— Simmer together three 
piuts of stale beer and 4 ozs. of ground Brazil wood 
for au bour ; then strain through flannel and keep it 
well bottled. Anoth«r~Disao\ve half aa ounce of 
gum senega or gum arable in half a pint of water, then 
put a penny worth of vermilion in a small jar and poui 
some of the gum water to it, stir well, and mix it 
together with a hair pencil to a proper consistency, the 
next day you will find a fine but strange red ink, and 
not so free as the former. Another — Half an ounce 
of ground alum, 4 ozs. of ground Brazil wood, to 
one pint of diluted acetic acid, which must be well 
boiled for one hour. After straining, I oz. of liquid gum 
should be added. Slue Ink — Three quarters of an 
ounce of osolic acid ; Chinese blue, 3 ozs. ; powered gum 
arable, 1 oz. ; mix well together with five pints of 
. distilled water. Scarlet Ihk — " Take garancin of 
the best quality, 1 oz. ; digest with liquor ammoHiEe, 
1 oz. ; add 1 pint of cold distilled water, triturate together 
in a mortar, filter, and dissolve in the solution half an 
ounce of gum arabic; or take pure carmine, 20 grains; 
liquor ammonies, 3 fluid ozs. ; dissolve, and add 18 
grains of powdered gum," — Chemical JV«cs. 

Indeliable Writing Ink.— Make a saturated solu- 
tion of indigo and madder in boiling water, and in such 
proportions as to give a purple tint; add to it one-sixth 
to one-eighth of its weight of sulphuric acid, according to 
the thickness and strength of the paper to be used. This 
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makes an ink which flows freely from the pen, and when 
writing which has been executed with it is exposed to a 
considerable but gradual heat ftom the fire, it becomes 
completely black — the letters being burnt in and charred 
by the action of the sulphuric acid. If the acid has 
not been used in sufficient quantity to destroy the 
textore of the paper and reduce it to a state of tinder, the 
colour may he discharged by the oxy-muriatic and oxalic 
acids and their compounds, though not without great diffi- 
culty. When the full proportion of the acid has been 
employed, a little crumpling of the paper reduces the 
carbonaceous matter of the letters to powder ; but by put- 
ting a black ground behind them they may he preserved, 
and thus a species of indeliable writing ink is procured, 
for the letters are in a manner shaped out of the paper, ' 

To Take WniTitra The Blotches out of Papbr. 
—3 drachms of muriate of tin, mixed with donble its 
quantity of water, applied with a soft brush, will entirely 
eradicate iL The paper must he passed through water 
to wash it off. Another — Citric or tartaric acids may be 
applied for this purpose without fear of injury to the 
leaves of books, and will eradicate ink blotches. 

To Kebp Writing Ink frou Freezino or 
Moulding. — Put a few drops of brandy or other spirits 
into it and it will not freeze however much exposed to 
the weather, A little salt will also keep it front mould- 
ing. When ink has oDce been allowed to freeze or 
mould its blackness and beauty will be lost. 

Old Writiho Mide Legible. — Into 1 pint of 
strong white wine put six bruised galls, and place it in the 
sun for three days. Wash the illegible writing over with 
a soft brush dipped in the soletion. AAA more galls if 
yoor mixture is not strong enough to bring out the colour. 

Ekaublling Cards. — Sulphate of baryta is the 
substance employed for this purpose.

Strono Paper— To make ^ry paper thicker and 

strongei and capable or being glazed wiib a more beauti- 
ful surface it must be soaked in a concentrated neutral 
solution of chloi'id of sine, slightly heated. The paper 
will have the appearance of parchment after being washed 
and dried. The chlond ol zinc is formed by adding oside 
of zinc to a solution of zinc dissolved in muriatic acid, 
then evaporating the solution to the consistency o( 
syrup when cold. The paper to he treated must be 
immersed for a few minutes, then taken out, and the 
adhering zinc removed by a thorough wash in cold 
water, prepared, and dried. This treatment draws the 
fibres of the paper closely together, and though reducing 
the paper in size, is much better. Paper may be joined 
permanently by passing a hot flat-iron over two sheets 
placed edge to edge, when saturated with the above 
solution. Instead of the chlorid of ziac, the chlorid of 
tin may be substituted if preferred. 

Strong Paste. — Put as much powdered re^ as will 
cover a farthing to two large spoonfuls of fiour. Mix it 
with strong beer, and boil it about twenty minutes. 
.Afiother — When only flour and water are used throw in 
a piece of alum about the size of a marble. To prevent 
flour-pasie from mould, put in 16 grains of corrosive 
sublimate, and well mix it with every half-pint made. 
This is poison, and should be kept covered. AnoUwr — 
A white paste, adhesive to all surfaces, is said to be made 
as follows : — A solution of 2\ ozs. of gum arabic in two 
quarts of warm water, is thickened to a paste with wheat 
flour ; to this is added a solution of alum and sugar of 
lead, 720 grains each in water. The mixture is healed 
and stirred about to boil, and is then cooled. It may be 
thinned, if necessary, with gum solution. 

Gum por Labels. — Put one quart of warm water to 
each pound of gum arabic, make ii dissolve by stirring. A 
little glycerine and honey may be added, but in that case 
use a Uttle more water. 
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LiauiD Glue.— To 1 oz, of borax in a pint of boiling 
water add 2 oza. of shellac, and boil till ihe shellac is 
dissolved. Another — Dissolve 8 ozs. of tbe best glue in 
half a pint of naler; that being done add alowiy, and 
keep stining, 2^ ozs. of strong acqua-lbrtis. Keep well 
covked ready for use. Another — A useful glue for fasten- 
ing papers logether only by being wetied by the tongue 
is made as follows ; — Dissolve I lb. of glue or gelatine 
in vaier, add half a pound of brown sugar, and boil them 
together. Make into cakes by pouring into shapes. It 
becomes solid nhen cold. 

IsiNQUBg Glue. — Dissolve isinglass in water and 
strain through coarse linen, then add a little spirits of 
wine. Evaporate it to such a consistency that when cold 
it will be dry and bard. This nill hold stronger than 
common glue and is much preferred. 

Fresch Goli> Printing. — French copal vamish, 
1 oz. ; mastic varnish, quarter of an oz. ; mix together 
and add twenty drops to ibe black ink table, and distri- 
bute; take an impression and apply with wool, gold 
leaf, Dutch metal, or bronze. Apply the bronze with 
cotton wool and rub hard over the black ink. After 
each fifty printed wipe off ihe superfluous gold from 
the type with a silk handkerchief. 

Stereottpino small Blocbs or Forms. — Put a 
quantity of piaster of Paris (gypsum) into an earlhem 
vessel, to which, while quickly stirring, apply water, and 
instantly pour it out into the mould, where it will set and 
become hard very quickly. The type or block should 
be first rubbed over with an oily composition and the 
mould of clay or wood sunounding the form properly 
fixed BO that the plaster cannot escape while setting and 
being poured out. In order that the sends be brought 
ont to perfection sufficient antimony should be used wiih 
the metal for casting. The mould and type being ready 
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pour the gypsum gently over the face ; when set, remove 
with care, and bake the mould in an oren, but mnst not 
be allowed to varp. A kind of papur maehe is used in 
large establishments. Elecirotyping is done ivith wax. 

Teacisg Paper. — Sleep sheets of suitable paper in 
a strODg solulioQ of gum arable, and afterwards press 
each sheet between two dry sheets of similar paper, to 
take off the superfluity of the liquid. This will convert 
three sheeu of paper into a first-class tracing paper. It 
is indispensible tiiat the solution be strong, about the 
consistency of boiled oil. Another— yiii together by a 
gentle heat 1 oz. of Canada balsam and a quarter of a 
piut of spirits of turpentine, and with it wash one side of 
tissue paper. It dries very quickly. Reporters nse fine 
tissue paper brushed over with sweet oil (about every 
twenty sheets) and then pressed. When several copies 
of the same MS. are wanted, carbonic tracing paper is put 
between each sheet. 

Cabbonic Traoiho Papers. — JSwi^To a quarter 
of a pint oflinseed oil add 2 ozs. oftallow and half an oz. 
of powdered blacklead. Then put sufficient lamp-black 
(o make it the consistency of cream. Melt the whole 
together and while hot rub it in on both sides of while 
paper, not over thick, but sparingly, and let it dry well 
before using. Med Cirbohic — Subsdiute Chinese red 
for the lamp-black and blacklead. Slue Carbonic — 
Use ultramarine blue instead of lamp-black and lead. 

To Stain Whitk Paper or Velluh. — Blue— 
Dissolve verdigris in vinegar and brush over with a 
solution of pearl ash — 2 ozs. to the pint — till the 
paper becomes bine. Green — Verdigris and vinegiir 
brushed over with the hot solution till of a proper colour. 
Red — I OE. of pearl ash to I lb. of Brazil wood, boiled 
together, to be used while hot. Dissolve 2 ozs. of alum 
in water, and brush over before the former is dry. 
Tellow — To the tincture of termeric add dragon's blood, 
and brush over. 
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Rssitr Size.— A correspondent of the " Paper Trade 
Review " says : — " To about fifty gallons of cold water 
I add 06 lbs. of soda ash, 63 per cent., when all ia 
dissolved ; I then add and stir in well 2 cvL 3 qrs. of 
resin, broken small ; the boiling by steam is then con- 
tinned till all is in a thin gummy state, and all lumps 
are dissolved; add one quart of neat's foot oil; then 
dilute to desired consistency, and add it to stuff nhile 
being beaten iu the engine, about twenty minutes after- 
wards put in 8 lbs, of alum, either in solution or dry. 
This resin size costs me Ids. per ton of paper." 

FiBBPROOF Paper.— 'Dip paper into strong alum 
water, and it will resist the action of fire. Another — 
A solution ot half a lb. of tnngstate of soda to one gallon 
of water. Brown wrapping papers saluraled with this 
solution will render the paper inflammable. 

To TAKS Grbasb frou PiPRR. — Gently warm the 
parts containing the grease, and apply blotting paper so 
as (o extract as much as possible. Boil some clear essen- 
tial oil of turpentine and apply it to the warm paper with 
a soft clean brush. A little rectified spirits of wine should 
be put over afterwards. 

To Clban Prints. — "Immerse the print fornn hour 
or so in a lye made by adding to the strongest muriatic 
acid its own weight in water, and tO three parts of this 
mixture adding one of red oxide of manganese. A print, 
if not properly cleaned, may remain in ihis liquid twenty- 
four hours wi^ont harm. Indian-ink stains should in the 
first instance be assisted out with hot water ; pencil marks 
taken out with India-rubber so carefully as not to injure 
the engraving. If the print has been mounted, the paste 
on the back should he throughly removed with warm 
water. The saline crystals left by the solution may be 
removed by repeated rinsings with warm water."— '.^rf 
Vnion. 
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Paper that Resists Water, — By plunging un- 
siied paper onco or twice into a clean solution of mastic 
in oil of turpentine and drying it afterwards by a gentle 
heat, it can be made to resist moisture and, vrithout being 
transparent, bas all the properties of writing paper, and 
may be used for that purpose. When warehoused it is 
secure from mould, mildew, mice, or insects. 

Books Fbesekted. — The bindings may be pre- 
served from mildew by brushing ihem over with spirits 
of wine. A few drops of any perfumed oil will secure 
libraries from the consuming affects of mould and damp. 
Russian leather, which is perfumed with the tar of the 
birch tree, ne?er moulders or sustains injury from damp. 
The Romans used oil of cedar to preserve valuable 
manuscripts. Russian leatber covered booVs placed in 
a Stationer's window will destroy flies cmd other iDsecis. 

Varnish for Maps, &o.— Drawings, after being 
washed over with a solution of isinglass, dissolve 3 ozs. 
of oil of turpentine with 1 oz. of Canada balsam, and 
apply with soft brush. Another — Two coats of isinglass 
alone, laid on with camel-hair brush, will much improve 
a map or print. Ariother — A thin solution of gutta- 
percha run over maps improves them. Another — Parch- 
ment size (strips of parchment boiled to a jelly) is 
brushed over pencil drawings to keep them from rubbing. 

Impressions from Prints. — First soak the print 
in a solution of potash and then with one of tartaric acid. 
This produces a diffusion of crystals in bi-tartrate of 
potash through the texture of the imprinted part of the 
paper. As this salt repels oil the ink roller may now be 
passed over the surface without transierring any of its 
eontents to the paper, except in those parts to which the 
ink had been originally applied. The ink of the print 
prevents the saline matter from penetration, and t^e ink 
adheres where there is no saline matter. 
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Ink for Makkinc Liken. — In 6 drachms of dis- 
tilled water dissolve 2 drachms of fused sub-nitrate of 
silver, and add 2 drachms of thick miicilnge of gum 
arahic. Wet the iinen in the part intended to be written 
oo with a solution of ^ oz. of sub-carbonate of soda in 
4 ozs. of water. Add to this i oz. of thick mucilage of 
gum arabic. When the last solution is dried on, wriie 
what is required with a clean pen. Exposure to air will 
turn the ink hlack. 

GiLriNQ Edges of Books. — After the edges hare 
been cul, wash ihem with a compound of four pans 
Armenian bole and one of candid sugar, ground together 
till of the consistency of water. Add the while of eggs 
the same quantity as water. Beat the whole together 
and apply it with a camel-hait brush, when nearly dry 
burnish the surface. Then slightly moisten with wet 
sponge and apply the gold leaf with a piece of cotton- 
wool. When dry, again burnish it, interposing a thin 
piece of paper between the gold and the burnish. 

To Make Sealing Wax. — Jted — 2 pints of ver- 
milion, 2 pints of powdered resin, and 2 pints of powdered 
shellac. Mix them well together and melt Ihem over a 
gentle fire, removing them from the heat when ihe 
ingredients are melted. Seed-lac may bo substituted for 
.shellac. £lack Sealino Wax — Same as the above, 
only substituting ivory black for the vermilion. 

Blocks and Plates for Printing bt Means 
OF Protosrapht. — The following mode of producing 
the above, says the " Family Herald," has been recently 
patented by Messrs. Ramage and Nelson. A solution 
of bichromate of potash, mixed with gelatine dissolved 
in water, is poured upon a sheet of suitable material — 
the patentees prefer tinfoil about as thick as stout paper. 
When thoroughly dry the coated plate is exposed to 
light under h negative, by preference on glass, of the 
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design correspond in g with the printed block de»red to 
be obtained. In bright aunshme the average length of 
exposure required will be from ten to fifteen minutes. 
The exposure being completed, the plate is immersed in 
cold water till the parts unaltered by the li^t swell up 
to the required height, when the plate ii removed from 
the water, and that which remains on the surface care* 
folly removed by blotting-paper. The next operation 
is to fix and secure the impression by forming a film or 
skin over its surface. This is done by pouring over it a 
■olutioD of bi-snlphide of earbon, of one part of asphal- 
tum, three parts of gntta-percha, and one part of India- 
rubber, previously dissolved in benzole. A melted com- 
position, consisting of six parts o( bee's wax, four parts 
of paraffin, and two parts of asphaltnm, is now poured 
over the impression, and when set and cold the mould 
thus produced is removed and electrotyped, or a stereo- 
type oast taken. 

How TO Cleah Glazzo Boards.— When the 
boards are much soiled with ink take a clean dry duster 
and rub them well on both sides till a polish is put upon 
them ; when they are extra dirty a little turpentine may 
be applied on a piece of flannel before rubbing with a 
duster. Coarse ream wrappers, rolled up in a ball, may 
be also used as rubbers for the above purpose. Some 
printers only screw (he boards down with a sheet of 
clean paper between each. 
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PEACIICAL INFOEMAKOlf. 

A young man commencmg busineBS as master for 
himself, if he would become the "architect of hia 
own fortune," must pereeTeiingly put his shoulder to 
the wheel, which is most assuredly the beat way to 
insure success. To fumiah a printing office with all 
its requisites, the exercise of a small amount of 
judgment is necessary. If he has but little money 
for speculating purposes and intends only to bare a 
small concern, he will do well to buy a second-hand 
printing plant of a well-known printers' broker, 
such as Mr. F, ITilmer, of 15, Old Bailey, London, 
or he may perchance meet with a bargain at an 
auction. But whatever he does, never buy anything 
nnnecesaaxily, or too great a quantity of anything tifl 
such time as he sees his business requires it. Having 
provided all the requisite things to &mish a suitable 
office, let all the work be turned out with neatness 
and expedition. . 

Those about establishing on a very lai^ scale, 
it is very desirable that they should before acting 
think seriously the best and wisest course to pursue 
in the purchase of stock ; and whether it be for a 
news, book, or jobbing office, let them obtain specimen 
books and estimates from the various branches of 
the trade, and quietly sit down and calculate the 
cost, not losing sight of the old axiom of Poor 
Bichard, "A-penny saved is a penny gained." 

If a young beginner wishes to obtain con£dencQ 
and a good reputation among his customers, he 
should never promise a job at a stated period 
when he knows full well it would be impossible to 
accomplish it ; and never promise even a proof in a 
few hours when it is certain that the job, in con- 
sequence of such a multiplidt^ of other work, cannot 
be put in hsnd, other pronused work having to be 
got rid of first. 
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All printing papers should l>e oat up amoDth and 
even at the edges, taking care to always turn the top 
half 80 that the right side is laid downwards. To 
economise the ink and improve the look of the 
work, printing papers should he wetted and turned 
the day previous to being pulled oflE. Spongy paper 
tuiiat not be made so wet as the close fibnl.

Papers : — Tea : 1 lb., Foolscap ; ^ lb.. Crown Folio ; 
i lb., Demy 4to ; 2 ozs,, Demy 6to or Crown 4to ;

Crown 6to; 1 oz., Crown flmo; }oz., Crown 12iao. 
For other sizes of paper see page ti. 

Pcuofs when sent out to the author ought to 
he pulled clean and square, ae a good proof often 
eaves many an alteration, which would be a lose of 
time and conseijuently money. For common work, 
use common material; but tor superior work, use 
extra-ifood paper, ink, and pains in working, and let 
overytldng go hoiue iJ,ean and dry enough to place 
in the hands of a gentleman. 

Au oUice should be kept dear of pie, for if it is 
allowed to acpumulate it will only lead to vexation 
and extra trouble, tlierefore should be cleared awuy 
directly. Presses and mui'hines ought to be cleaned 
aud oiled every week, but not with the common oil. 
A combination oil, which dues not clog like neat's 
foot or olive, is now made expressly. It may be 
had of Mr. F. Ulimer, at 7*. pergaUon. 

Tlie copy, with a rough proof of every job printed, 
should be liled. The auuiber printed, ^e date when 
printed, and initials by whom hied, should be written 
on the proof. Every file ought to be cleared every 
year or half-year, at the end of December ot June. 
String them the same as taken off the file, and 
put the year outside, that easy reference may be 
made at any time. See Act of Parliament on page 
S3 for other particulaxa.

By the Act 13 G«o. IT., cap. 19 (to restram »nd prerent tha 
eioeesiTe incraaae of horw-racaB, &c.\ it is enacted, " That 
every peraon or peisoos who ghall make, print, publish, adv^> 
tise, or proclaim any advertiBenient or notice of any plate, prize, 
gum of money, or ottiec thing, of lesi value ihan fifty pounds, to 
be run for by any horse, mare, or gelding, shall forfeit and lose 
the sum of one hundred pounds." 

!^ the Act 25 Qeo. II., cap. 36 ffor the better preventing 
thefts and robberies), it is enabled, "That any peteon publicly 
advertimng a reward with ' No questions asked, fto' tbe retam 
of tilings which have been stolen or lost, or ms^iiig use of any 
such words in such public advertisement, &e., sh^ for every 
such offence forfeit fiity pounds." 

The Act 39 Qeo. III., cap. 79 (for the more effectual suppres- 
sion of societies established for seditious and treasonable pur- 
poses), containe several provisions utd penalties respecting 
printers, letter fbnndeia, and pnating-press makers. 

Section 23 enacts, "That, from and alter the expiration 
of forty days from tiie day of passing this Act, every person 
having any printing-press, or ^^les for printing, aball 
cause a notice thereof, signed m the presonce of and 
attested b^ one witness, to be delivered to the Clerk of the 
Peace acting for the county, stewartry, riding, diviaiDn, city, 
borough, town, or place, where Che same ehuM be intendod to be 
tised, or his deputy, according to the form prescribed in Uie 
schedule hereunto annexed ; and such Clerk of Ibe Peace, or 
deputy respectively, shall, and he is hereby authorised and 
required to grant a certificate in the form prescribed in the 
schedule hereunto annexed, for which such Clerk of the Peace, 
or deputy, shall receive the fee of one shilling, and no more ; 
and such Clork of the Peace, or his deputy, shall file such 
notice, and transmit an attested copy thereof to one of Hia 
Uajesty's principal Secretaries of State ; and every person who, 
not having delivered such notice, and obtained euch certiflcato 
as aforesaid, shall, fiiim and after the expiration of forty days 
next after tibe poaaing of this Act^ keep or use any prmting- 
press or types tor printing, or, having delivered such, notice and 
obtained such certificate as aforesaid, tiliall use any printing- 
ja^na or types for printing in any otber place than the placs 
expressed m such notice, shall forfeit and loee the sum of twenty 
poimds."

Sect. 27 relates to works witliout tlie "imprint," and is 
repealed by the Act 2 Vic. c 12, a. 2, which is aa follows : — "And 
he it enacted, that OTery person who, alter the passing of this 
Act, shall prmt on^ paper or book whatsoever, which a^oll be 
meant to be published or disporacd, and who shall nol: print 
upon the &ont of eveiy such paper, if Xhe same shall bo pnntod 
on <me aide only, or apon tlie first or last leaf of every paper 
or book which alisJl consiat of mora t.linn one loaf, in legible 
ohoTACtors, hia or hor namo and usual pLice of abode or busi- 
neaa ; and every pereon who shall pubfiali or diaperse, or asust 
in publiahing or disperaing, any printed paper or book on 
which the name and place of abode of the person printing Hie 
same shall not be printed aa aforeaaid, shall, for every copy of 
such paper bo printed by him or her, forfeit a aum not more 
than five pounds ; provided always that nothing herein con- 
tained shall be constmed to impose any penalty upon any person 
for printing any paper ezceptra out of uie operation of the said 
Act, either in ue said Act ur by any Act mode for the amend- 
ment thereof." 

Sect 29, Act 39 Geo. IIL, enacts " That every person who, 
from and after the expiration of fort^ days alter the passing of 
Ihia Act. shall print any paper for luxe, reward, gain, or profit, 
sh^ carefully preaerra and keep one copy (at least) of every 
paper so printed by bim or her, on which be or she ahall write, 
or cause to be written or printed, in &ir and legible characters, 
ttie name and placo of abode of the person or persons by whom 
he or she ahallbe employed to print the same : and every person 
printing any paper for hire, raward, gain, or profit, who shall 
omit or neglect to vrrito, or canse to be written or printed as 
aforesaid, the name and plaijo of bis or her employer, oa one of 
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■uch printed pftpers, or Ui keep or preserre Uia ssme for Hba 
epoce of six calendar months next after Uie printing tliereo^ or 
to prodnce and bIiow the saine to laij Justice of the Peace vho, 
within the 8paj:e of six calendar monthe, ahall require to see the 
same, shall, for erecr such omission, neglect, or refusal, forfeit 
and lose the som of £20. 

An Act was passed on tlie lOtli of June, 1311, t« amend and 
eipl^ the above Act, by whidi it is enacted, "That nothing 
in the 2Tth Section of the said Act contained, shall extend to 
make any penon oi persons offending against the same, liable 
to more tma twenty-five forfeiture or penalties for printing, 
or publishing, or dispersing, or assisting in puhlishing or dis- 
peraing, any number of copies of one and me same paper or 
book, contrary to the said Section of the eaid Act. 

By the 2nd Bection of this Act, power is given to magiatratca 
to mitigate the same to any sum not leea than £6, with all 
reasonable costs incurred in the prosecution ; and by the 4th 
Section, porHOna convicted under t£is amended Act niay, if they 
think themselvee aggrieved, appeal to the Quarts Sessions : 
where the justices, U they see cause, may mitigate any penalty 
or ponaltieB, and may order any money to be retumett which 
shall have been paid or levied under any conviction as aforesaid, 
and may also onier and award such costs to be paid by either 
party to the other, as they shall think and judge reasonable. 

There are other Acta relating to printers, not 
flie least inipt>rtan1; of which is ihe .let fJO George III,, 
cap. 9, to sulyeot r.ertain publications to the dutiea 
of Stamps upon Newspapers, and to make other 
regulations for restraining the abuses arising from 
the publication of blaapheuioua and aeditiona libels. 
December 30, lfil9. 

A printer must not publish anything which tends 
to h(ud anyone np to public contempt, hatred, or 
ridicule ; if so it may be libellous, and it is as well to 
be careful, as even a public apology would not be 
very agreeable. 

A tnowledga of the law of copyright, as applied 
to original and proprietory papers, traile circulare, 
labels, and bills, may save much litigation and 
expense. Labels such as Guinness's stout, Bass's pale 
ale, and such hke, must not be copied, for they are 
lite a copyright book, the privilege of printmg 
exactly being only by the sauctiou of the aumor. 
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To enter a work at Btationers' Hall coats 5»., 
and five copies are recjuired to be sent, 'wtkich are 
thua distributed : — One to tbe British Museum, 
three to the TTuiversities, and one copy is retained at 
the Hall. The business of entry must be personally 
transacted. The words " Entered at Stationers' 
Hall," or " Copyright," must be printed in the work. 

The Attorney- GeneriU is the only person who is 
legally authorised to proceed agoinat a printer for not 
putting his imprint to any work ; but to be " fore- 
warned is to be forearmed," andl would reconuneud 
all piinters to Iiave a prosier guarantee of indemnity 
in hand in case of an action, as he (the printer) is 
responsible by his imprint for the literary contents of 
a publication, especinlly personalities. 

Any person selling a work to which tlieir uame is 
attached, are liable to legal proceedings for any libel 
Buoh work niaj' ctmtain. 

Journeymen, after a fnll engagement, are entitled 
to a fortnight's notice from their employers, and vici 
e«-««. They cannot shift themselves from 'stab to 
piece work without a master's sanction. If only 
casually employed, a notice " suiHcient for the day is 
the evO thereof," 

An apprentice, after arriving at the age of 21 to 
the day, even thfjiigli his time may not be out, 
can leave the omplojinent of his master ; but 
should he exceed that tiuie, his master can compel 
him to serve the full term of his apprenticeship, 
even though it may be twelve months beyond 
the specifi^ oge. If he will persist in leaving, his 
master can make a claim for his services to any other 
employer. 

A master can compel reasonable orertime of any 
apprentice, (if not under the Facto^ Act, which 
fo^ota none orei 16 yeais t£ age), if speisfied is 
an indenture.
